muſt ſay he wants, by forcing the pub- 
lic into an enquiry and diſquiſition on 
his pedigree and paſt life, which I be- 
lieve the world will ſayhe ought to have bu- 
ried. After this true, but very extraordi- 
nary hiſtory, it will no doubt aſtoniſh the 
world, how, or by what means this

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Kingdom; the unwelcome truths I have 
already related; were not only whiſpered, 
Hut became a public converſation, which 
added to the unblemfhed memory of his 
father, rendered the name of Luttrell 
as obnoxious in that kingdom, as the 
name of John Wilkes is now, or ever 
was to Lord Bute, or Jonathan Wild in 
London: in ſhort he was publickly and 
privately inſulted and deſpiſed, in ſo 
much that it became a common phraſe 
amongſt moſt ranks of people, and re- 
mains ſo to this day, that if a man was 
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inelined to confer t the greateſt mark of 
raſcality and reſentment againſt his ad- 
verſary, it was enough to call him — 
Luttrell. Traitor, villain, baſtard, cow- 
ard and profligate, and every thing that can 
be conceived odious and horrible, 
were received, couched and underſtood 
in that one word: no wonder then that 
the only owner of it, ſhoyld be heartily 


tired of it, and ardently wiſhed to fink 
it 
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it into any other name, phriſe or word 
that might eſcape the odium indelibly 
annexed, and neyet to be ſeparated: from 
it. He did indeed ardently deſire to 
change it for any other on the face of 
the earth, and I will do him the juſtice 


to declare, that he was really aſhamed of 


that, tho of no other action or cirtcum- 
ſtance of his life: for it has ever been re- 
marked that this noble family, from theit 


origin to this day, have been proof againſt 


all ſhame; and the preſent conduct of the 


father and ſon, will, I believe, ſtrongly 


corroborate this remark. But it was a 


very difficult, a very arduous taſk to 


ſhake off this ſame damnable name; the 
origin of. it was not ſufficiently obli- 
terated, and the recent | unparalleled 
villanies perpetrated even againſt the 


real deſcendant of that original, ren-
